they had provided for it. As soon as all the
eatables were laid on the grave, the widow of
the deceased hobbled up and took her htand
the foot. Around her head several yards of
white cloth were rolled. A priest witfc a very
curly pigtail, a very long blue gown reaching
to his feet, and a very long face, stood at the
head. The friends and relatives stood around.
As soon as the woman commenced to wail, all

the clothes of the deceased were taken out of aSafST- on fire. Among the clothe, .ere
several pieces of fine silk, which had appa¬
rently never been worn. The whole probably
was worth over $500. »...

existed under the laws of every State The
very spot upon which the able nnd eloquent
lecturer stood when ho made the singular his¬
torical blunder, was, in our " early histor;,
slaveholding territory. When the Declaration
of Independence was promulgated, Massa
chusetts held negroes in servitude. So far was

the institution of negro slavery from being
" wpftk" in those days, that Quakers and other
reprobates who were' in the habit of " bearing
testimony," in a troublesome way, against
44 the sin of slaveholding," had been treated
cinite as harshly in Yankeedom as Mr. Ray¬
mond would be likely to be treated now, should
he be caught stealing negroes in Arkansas or
